C h ic a g o , July 21.— About 4,000 peo­ 
ple crowded into the Auditorium last 
night, despite the sweltering heat, ta 
attend the political meeting given under 
the auspices of the Chicago platform 
Democrats. 
It was from first to last a silver meet­ 
ing, an Altgeld meeting, an anti-trust 
and anti-expansion meeting. 
All of 
the shakers, save ex-Goveruor Stone of 
Missouri, who was ill and talked for 
less than two minutes, declared in favor 
of Hi to I aud against the war in the 
Philippine islands. 
Tile speech of Mr. Bryan evoked 
great enthusiasm among his hearers, 
especially when he declared that the 
American government should pursue in 
Luzon the same policy as was pursued 
in Cuba. 
His declaration that he felt embar­ 
rassed about speaking in Chicago be­ 
cause of the split in the local Democracy 
and that it was not his business to em­ 
ploy the secret service to see who was 
the foremost Democrat provoked a little 
opposition amoug the stalled adherents 
of Mr. Altgeld, but his assertion that 
“ all Chicago Democrats look alike to 
m e” put them in good humor. 
From 
first to last his speech was rectaved en­ 
thusiastically. 
The meeting was largely made up of 
the local adherents of the Chicago plat­ 
form aud personal followers of ex-tfov* 
eruor Altgeld. 
The meeting therefore 
partook somewhat of the nature of a 
personal tribute to him. 
Many of the 
speakers alluded to him in laudatory 
terms aud at every mention of his name 
the audience shouted approval. 
Mr. Altgeld did not occupy a seat 
upon the platform, but throughout the 
meeting remained in the rear part of an 
upper box, and only made his appear­ 
ance at the front of the box wheu the 
demand of the audience to hear from 
him became* too loud for Chairman 
Clarence S. Darrow to subdue.

MM iineeting at Chicago the Scene of a 
Great Ovation to H im —Bryan’s

Chicago, July 21.—About 4,000 peo­ 
ple crowded into the Auditorium last 
night, despite the sweltering heat, to 
attend the political meeting given under 
the auspices of the Chicago platform 
Democrats.

Frenchm en Not So Anxious Owing to Op­ 
position at Home. 


W ash in g to n, July 21.—The Franco- 
American reciprocity negotiations have 
again assumed a critical stage, aud as 
only two more days remain within 
which a treaty can be framed under the 
Dinglcy act, there is considerable anxi­ 
ety as to the final success of the treaty. 
Whereas at one time the French am­ 
bassador, M. Gam bon, and the special 
reciprocity delegate, M. (J liar pen tier, 
were quite desirous of closing the m at­ 
ter, it is understood they no longer 
show any anxiety in that direction.

The ordinance says that all dead ani­ 
mals are to b e hauled to the crem atory 
in wagons and cov ered w ith a tarpaulin 
w hile in transit. 
The furnace is to pro­ 
duce no ob jectionab le odors and shall b e 
situated in a location suitab le to the 
b oard of health. 
A b ond of |2,000 is 
asked from the company for the fulfill- 
m ent of their part of the contract. 
Another clause to b e added will say 
that all garb age cans shall b e disinfected 
and steel w’agons shall b e used. 
Upon motion of Mr. Keffer the report 
was adopted and the committee contin­ 
ued, to prepare an ordinance to b e pre­ 
sented to council, at the m eeting to b e 
held Tuesday ev ening.

The report of the committee appointed 
to draft regulations for disposing of the 
garbage was read, and is embodied in 
the following ordinance: 


I 
The ordinance provided for the enter­ 
ing into a contract with a company for 
a term of years for the collection and 
: disposal of garbage .•rubbish, dead ani- 
| mals and night soil by incineration or 
reduction in a suitably bnilt sanitary 
furnace. It also provides that the col­ 
lection is to be done nuder the charge 
and supervision of the board of health ; 
then follows a definition of garbage. 
The garbage is to be collected twice a 
week in summer months, commencing 
April I, and once a week in winter 
months, commencing October I. 
The 
schedule of prices is as follows : 
Private residences, six rooms or less, 
.08 per week. 
Private residences, over six rooms, .10 
per week. 
Boarding houses, eight rooms or less, 
.10 per week. 
Boarding houses over eight rooms, .15 
per week. 
Restaurants, meat markets, groceries, 
.20 per week. 
Hotels .50 per week. 
For animals brought to the furnace 
the rates are as follows: Horse, $8, cow, 
$2 ; sheep cm* dog, .35; cat or smaller 
animal, .10; refuse one horse load, .75; 
refuse two horse load $1.25; night soil 
per load $2.50. 
The ordinance says that all dead ani 
mals are to be hauled to the crematory 
in wagons and covered with a tarpaulin 
while in transit. The furnace is to pro­ 
duce no objectionable odors and shall be 
situated in a location suitable to the 
board of health. A bond of $2,000 is 
asked from the company for the fulfill­ 
ment of their part of the contract. 
Another clause to be added will say 
that all garbage cans shall be disinfected 
and steel wagons shall be used. 
Upon motion of Mr. Keffer the report 
was adopted and the committee contin­ 
ued, to prepare an ordinance to be pre­ 
sented to council, at the meeting to be 
held Tuesday evening.

Theodore 
Roosevelt of New York, President Hill 
of the (ireat Northern railway, Colo 
nel John S. Cooper of Chicago and 
prom inent congressmen and govern 
m ent officials interested in the imme­ 
diate creation o f g reat national re 
serves for the preservation of native 
forests and stream s and the perpetua 
tlon o f the game of the land. 
The Minnesota project Is made dou 
bly important through the fact that 
the friends and promoters of the re 
serve have also in view the placing 
under governm ent charge all of Hie 
lands surrounding the head waters of 
the historic M ississippi river. 
There 
Is a sentim ental and historical reason 
for the governm ent creating at tile 
head of the father of w aters a great 
national park to which the common 
people of the nation shall alw ays have 
access. 
The national organization which is 
to urge prompt action on the part of 
congress is now being prepared by a 
series of invitations sent to prominent 
men of the northwest and other sec 
tions of the country to meet In Chicago 
at Hie Athletic club at a date in July 
not yet decided upon for the purpose 
of laying the foundation of the asso­ 
ciation and electing odicers. 
It goes 
without saying that some em inent citi­ 
zen of Minnesota will be the first pres­ 
ident, says the Chicago Tim es-llerald. 
Following the form ation of the as 
sociatiou a plan of cam paign will be 
m apped 
out 
by which congressmen 
and governm ent officials may be con 
vinced th a t such a forestry or national 
park reserve Is a necessity and should 
be secured before the pillage of tim ­ 
ber plunderers aud tile w aste of tim ­ 
ber fires have ruined the land. 
When 
th is campaign has commenced aud 1$ 
fairly under way, the G reat Northern 
R ailw ay company will issue invita­ 
tions to the congressm en of Minnesota. 
Wisconsin, Iowa, illinois and 
other 
p a rts of the country, to various gov­ 
ernors, to President McKinley, the sec­ 
retary of the interior and the secretary 
of war, to ex-President Cleveland, I>. 
M. Henderson aud th at class of citi­ 
zens who have the creation of many 
national parks aud forestry reserves 
keenly at heart to be the guests of tile 
com pany in October and visit the site 
of tile proposed national park. 
The party, num bering about 50, will 
leave Chicago early in October—the 
period of indian sum m er in Minneso­ 
ta —go via special train on the Burling 
ton road to St. Paul, from thence be­ 
taken by special train on the Great 
N orthern railway into the lake region 
of 
Minnesota, northw ard 
to 
Leech 
lake, the head w aters of the Mississip­ 
pi. to that marvelous section where 
there are over 1,100 lakes replete with 
fish, untram m eled forest wilds, game 
unlimited aud an ozone th a t cannot be 
surpassed anyw here else. 
This is the 
region of the counties of Crow Wing. 
Aitkin. 
Wadena, Hubbard, 
Beltrami 
and Itasca. 
It is the continental di­ 
vide for Hie w aters of Hudsou bay, 
the Mississippi and the St. Lawrence, 
w ith aa elevation ranging from 1,1100 
to I.'*00 feet above the level of the sea. 
Once in the wilderness the party will 
be provided with guides, taken to es 
tab|j*hcd hunting and Ashing camps, 
conveyed on tours of exploration, be 
given every opportunity to personally 
inspect the tract which it is proposed 
to preserve forever a fte r as the sacred 
ground of the fa tiler of w aters and a 
park to which, under governmental 
regulation aud discipline, the people of 
the nation may come when they will 
and be free with nature in her prim e­ 
val state. 
On the return trip from the park site 
the party will stop at St. Baul aud be 
banqueted and then leave for Chi­ 
cago and their respective homes. 
A ft­ 
e r that a direct appeal will be made 
to congress aud the president to order 
th e setting aside of the laud necessary 
to m ake in the northern Minnesota re­ 
gion the greatest national park ever in 
existence. The project in no way con 
tem plates a clash with the interest of 
th e m erchantable pine owners, the iron 
ore men or a confiscation of the rights 
of the Indians or settlers now in the 
•eetion.

“One of my friends was accustom ed 
to g ran t shelter to a num ber of garden 
spiders under a vacant varanda and to 
w atch their habits. 
One day a sharp 
storm broke out, and the wind raged so 
furiously through the garden th a t the 
spiders suffered dam age from it, al­ 
though sheltered by the veranda. 
The 
ma inyards of olio of these webs, as the 
sailors would call them, were broken 
sn that the web was blown hither and 
thither, like a slack sail in a storm. 
“'I’he spider m ade no fresh threads, 
iud tried to help itself iii another way. 
It let Itself down to the ground by a 
thread and craw led to a place where 
lay some splintered pieces of a wooden 
fence, throw n down by the storm.

Among the populace of Dublin In 
1780, says the University Magazine, the 
shoeblacks were a num erous and for­ 
m idable body. 
The polish they used 
was lam pblack ami eggs, for which 
they purchased all th at were rotten in 
the m arkets. 
Their implements con­ 
sisted of a three legged stool, a basket 
containing a 
blunt 
knife, 
called a 
spudd, a painter's brush aud an old 
wig. A gentlem an usually w ent out in 
the m orning with dirty boots or shoes, 
sure to find a shoeblack sitting on his 
stool a t the corner of the street. 
The 
gentlem an put his foot in the lap of the 
shoeblack w ithout ceremony, and the 
artist scraped it with his spudd, wiped 
it with his wig qikI then laid on his 
composition as thick as black paint 
with his painter's brush. 
The stuff' dried with a rich polish, re­ 
quiring no friction and little inferior 
to the elaborated modern fluids, save 
only the intolerable odors exhaled from 
eggs in a high state of putridity and 
which tilled any house which was en­ 
tered before the composition w'as quite 
dry and som etimes even tainted the air 
of fashionable draw ing rooms. Polish­ 
ing shoes, we should mention, w as a t 
this time a refinement alm ost confined 
to cities, people in the country being 
generally satisfied with grease.

Cflptain Watk lus is fortunate enouph

Philadelphia Press. 
With his prize

Some of those who have interest in 
the American line are reported as 
look ing not only wMth pity but with 
soiiiethiug lik e lenity upon the unac- 
couutahle blunder made by Captain 
Watk ins.

are publicly quoted as having made, 
that if the decision rested with them 
Captain Watk ins w’ould not be de­ 
prived of his right to command a 
ship. They say that In 50 years’ serv­ 
ice at sea, 30 of which was as a mas­ 
ter, a man who has a record of never 
having committed a mistak e tliat had

which every man has experienced in 
hig own affairs. 
That, however, was not the opinion 
of Caf.tain 1‘etrie. one of the official 
hoard of inspectors who signed the re­ 
port by which Captain W atk ins’ mas­ 
ter certiiicate was tak en from him for 
two years. Captain Petrie, it seems to 
have been forgotten here, was himself 
once the commodore of the old Inman

His last ship was the 
Cit> of Loudon. After he retired from 
Ihe sea ami liecame an American citi­ 
zen he was appointed a member of the

Tliat one, to be as docile as a perfectly 
trained liorse. Thirty years ago a firm 
of steamboat builders coustriictod a 
steamboat designed for service on the 
Hudson. There was no particular aim 
to get speed or superiority of model. 
They found, however, they had built 
a boat tnan tvhich none that ever pad- 
died the Hudson could go faster. 
She 
was the Mary Powell, a steamboat fa­ 
mous among American vessels of that 
k ind. 
Desiring to match her, the own­ 
ers caused another to be built with the 
accuracy of identification that enables 
watchmak ers to mak e two timepieces 
so exactly alik e that their parts may be 
exchanged. 
Y’et when this steamboat 
was built she prtived to be a mere tug 
in comparison with her sister ship, nor 
were the marine architects ever able 
to discover wherein was the mystic 
difference that made the Mary Powell 
the fastest of thie water boats and her 
sister ship one of the slowest. 
The Mary Powell has been repatched 
and reconstructed until, lik e an old 
garineiit, none of the original material 
is in her, and yet that mak es no dif­ 
ference with her spe€ *d, and the other 
day. in a thunderstorm, her smok e 
funnels w’ere blown over, and yet she 
pursued her way without perceptible 
loss of spee<l.

It m a y b e t h e s a m e q u a l i t y w h i c h 
c a u s e s o n e l o c o m o t i v e t o b e h a v e l i k e a 
v i x e n a n d a n o t h e r , b u i l t e x a c t l y like 
T hat o n e , t o b e a s docile a s a p e r f e c t l y 
trained h o r s e . Thirty y e a r s a g o a firm 
o f s t e a m b o a t builders constructed a 
steamboat designed for service on the 
Hudson. There was no particular aim 
to get speed or superiority of model. 
They found, however, they had built 
a boat tuan which none that ever pad- 
died the Hudson could go faster. 
She 
was the Mary Powell, a steamboat fa­ 
mous among American vessels of that 
kind. 
Desiring to match her, the own­ 
ers caused another to be built with the 
accuracy of identification that enables 
watchmakers to make two timepieces 
so exactly alike that their parts may be 
exchanged. 
Yet when this steamboat 
was built she p r o v e d to be a mere tug 
in comparison with her sister ship, nor 
were the marine architects ever able 
to discover wherein was the mystic 
difference t h a t made the Mary Powell 
the fastest of tide water boats and her 
sister ship one of the slowest. 
The Mary Powell has been repatclied 
and reconstructed until, like an old 
garment, none of the original material 
is in her, and yet that makes no dif­ 
ference with her speed, aud the other 
day, in a thunderstorm, her smoke 
funnels were blown over, and yet she 
pursued her way without perceptible 
loss of speed. 
The infinity of detail upon which the 
safety of an ocean steamship depends, 
as 
w e l l as the infinite care w h i c h , 
after all, explains the apparent im­ 
munity of one or two of the ocean 
lines from accident, may be illustrated 
by an anecdote told by one of the vet­ 
eran 
captains 
now 
commanding 
a 
favorite ocean 
steamship. 
He 
was 
speaking of the loss of the Paris, not 
knowing then that Captain Watkins 
would take to himself the entire blame 
and set forth the reason for the dis­ 
aster. He was coming down the Eng­ 
lish channel in command of his ship, 
one of the finest specimens of modern 
marine architecture, when he observed 
that one of the lights w’as not where 
it should be lf his reckoning or his 
compass was correct. He knew that 
it was i m p o s s i b l e that the lighthouse 
could have been moved within a week. 
and therefore 
the 
fault was either 
v itll the course he laid out or with the 
compass. 
His ship carried one of Lord Kelvin’s 
patent compasses, one of the most deli­ 
cate of instruments and presumably 
one the least liable to be out of order. 
T< sts were madewiiich showed that the 
compass was wrong. It was removed 
a n i another one put in 
its place, 
winch instantly gave correct bearings 
upon the lighthouse, showing that the 
cai tain’s reckoning was all right. The 
captain spent some hours trying to 
discover wherein the compass failed. 
Neither he nor any of his subordinate 
officers was able to detect any fault 
witi 
it. 
Then the captain, using a 
strong microscope, found that some of 
the t ilk threads which served as a sup­ 
port to the compass, each thread being 
a I mo* t of tile fineness of the spinning 
of a spider, had become unraveled a 
little, 
thereby 
causing 
infinitesimal 
knots, aud these, so delicate was the 
instrument. Lad served to disarrange 
the compass. 
Had it been a foggy 
night that fine steamship would have 
been a wreck upon the coast of W ales.

William A. Eddy’s balloon for tim 
Ing the velocity of the wind at great 
altitudes for comparison with that at 
the surface w’as sent up the otbei 
night at Bayonne, N. J., and recovered 
the next morning. 
It left the earth at 
7:22 in the evening aud was found on 
Staten Island at 7:40. 
Owing to the dead calm at the sur­ 
face at the time the balloon was sent 
up it went upward at a very steep an 
gle and at an altitude of about 2,OOO 
feet was moving so slowly that Mr. 
Eddy was able to keep up with it by 
walking directly under it. 
The height 
reached was measured by means of 
kite quadrants at the end of a 400 foot 
base line and was found to be almost 
a mile at the highest point. 
When 
that altitude was reached, it moved 
much faster across the Kill von Kill! 
and descended in tile grounds of J. A. 
Faber, the pencil manufacturer, at Da­ 
vis avenue, near Richmond Terrace. 
West New Brighton. N. Y., where it 
w’as caught by two boys, says the New 
York Press. 
The distance traveled was one mile 
aud a quarter iii 18 minutes. 
At tin* 
same time tile aeroniometers at the 
weather bureau in New York recorded 
a wind velocity of one mile in 12 min­ 
utes and another in 15 minutes. 
T ilt* 
object oi these balloon experiments 
made by Mr. Eddy is to prove the ve­ 
locity of the wind at a high altitude. 
This datum in a calm. cloudless sky 
wras heretofore impossible to obtain 
and is very valuable in weather fore­ 
casting. 
This experiment 
indicated 
that during a comparative calm the 
wind velocity at an altitude is slightly 
greater than at the surface. 


H a i r F o r V i o l i n B o w s . 
The horse hair used in making violin 
and other similar bows is imported 
from Germany. A considerable part 
of the hair thus imported, however, 
coming originally from Russia. Horse 
hair for these purposes is white aud 
black. The black is the heavier and 
stronger, aud this is used in making 
bows for bass viols, because it bites 
the big strings better. In preparing the 
hair for use in bowmaking the white 
hair, used for violin bows, is bleached 
to bring it to its final whiteness. 
The standard violin bow is 2b Inches 
in length; longer 1m>ws are made to 
order. 
Shorter bows are used by 
young persons; but the bow commonly 
seen iii the hands of a violin player 
is 2b inches long. Hors** hair for violin 
bows is imported in various lengths, 
hut mostly In lengths of 3t> inches. 
Hair sufficient for one bow is put to­ 
gether in wjiat is called a hank. There 
are grades and qualities of th** horse 
flair, but the best is not very costly. 
A hank of th** best white hair can Is* 
bought f o r 2 0 cents; it m i g h t o u s t 30 
cents more to h a v e it p u t into th** how ’.

William A. Eddy's balloon for tim­ 
ing the velocity of the wind at great 
altitudes for comparison with that at 
the surface was sent up the othei 
night at Bayonne, N. J., and recovered 
the next morning. 
It left the earth at 
7:22 In the evening aud was fouud on 
Staten Island at 7:40. 
Owing to the dead calm at the sur 
face at the time the balloon was sent 
up It went upward at a very steep an ­ 
gle and at an altitude of about 2,(HW 
feet was moving so slowly that Mr. 
Eddy was able to keep up with It by I 
walking directly under It. 
The height 
reached was measured by means of 
kite quadrants at the end of a 400 foot 
base line and was found to tie almost 
a mile ut the highest point. 
When 
that altitude was reached, it moved 
much faster across the KIU von Hull 
aud descended in the grounds of J. A 
I Fuber, the pencil manufacturer, at Da 
I vis avenue, near Richmond Terrace, 
West New Brighton, N. Y., where it 
I was caught by two boys, says the New 
I i ork Brens. 
The distance traveled was one mile 
, aud a quarter In 18 minutes. 
At the 
I same time the aeronioujeters at the 
weather bureau in New York recorded 
a wind velocity of one mile in 12 min 
utes und another in 15 minutes. 
The 
object ol these balloon experiments 
made by Mr. Eddy is to prove the ve 
locity of the wind at a high altitude. 
This datum In a calm, cloudless sky 
was heretofore impossible to obtain 
aud Is very valuable in weather fore 
casting. 
This experiment 
indicated 
that during a comparative calm the 
wind velocity at an altitude is slightly 
greater thau ai the surface.

CHK ago, July 21.—No friction de­ 
veloped at the meeting of the Demo­ 
cratic national committee and the men 
who made such belligerent assertions 
failed to make them good. Not a single 
warlike note was sounded and no defi­ 
ances were uttered either by the men 
who demand that “ 16 to I ” shall be the 
rallying cry in the next campaign or 
by those who oppose its adoption. 
Tin* only move looking tow ard recog­ 
nition of the silver men by the national 
committee was when the 
Ohio Valley 
Bimetallic League was admitted to the 
committee room and James P. Tarvin 
of Kentucky, acting as spokesman, read 
the resolution adopted by the commit­ 
tee at their meeting early in the day at 
the Ualme r House. 
These reso lutions 
demanded that 
planks be inserted in the next Demo­ 
cratic national platform opposing trusts, 
opposing “imperialism” ana “adhering 
to the silver ratio of 16 to I, and along 
those lines we ofter you our aid,” said 
Mr. Tarvin. There was a defiant ac­ 
cent up<»u the word “those” that seemed 
to implv that the support of the bi­ 
metallists could be secured along no 
other lines than those marked out, but 
of this the committee took no notice. 
The Bimetallic League was courteously 
thanked for its proffer of assistance and 
assured that it would be called upon at 
such times as the national committee 
felt TU ne»*d of its assistance. 
That was the beginning and end of 
the silver episode. 
The tight against P. J. Devlin, editor 
of the pri ss bureau of the national com­ 
mittee, was brought to a finish, the 
Haitixon taction of illinois securing his 
deposition for the part taken by him as 
an officer of the national committee in 
UU* last mayoralty election in Chicago. 
Beyond making several changes in 
tile rim > 
governing the committee 
nothing else was done during the day. 
'the light between the Illinois factions 
began as soon as Mr. Bryan arrived in 
the city. lie was immediately beset by 
men of both sides, the Altgeld faction 
asking him to be at the meeting w ith­ 
out fail, and the Harrison men asking 
him to remain away from the Auditor­ 
ium altogether. Mr. Bryan was in a 
dilemma and for a long time would not 
declare himself. 
He said that he had 
accepted the invitation for the meeting 
and that there was no apparent reason 
why he should decline at the last mo­ 
ment ut the demand of a political fac­ 
tion hostile to that which had invited 
him to the city. At the same time ne 
expressed himself as being anxious to 
avoid any tiling that would create fur­ 
ther motion, and, as a remedy, pro­ 
posed that the Altgeld people turn over 
the control of the meeting to the na­ 
tional c< umnittee. 
Mr. Altgeld was personally willing 
that this should be done, but the ma­ 
jority of his adherents, who are bitter 
against the Harrison men, heard that 
there was opposition to the plan in the 
Altgeld camp and they openly cham­ 
pioned the placing of the meeting under 
the control of the national committee.

The speech of Mr. Bryan evoked 
great enthusiasm among his hearers, 
especially when he declared that the 
American government should pursue in 
Luzon the same policy as was pursued 
in Caba. 
His declaration that he felt embar­ 
rassed about speaking in Chicago be­ 
cause of the split in the local Democracy 
and that it was not his business to em­ 
ploy the secret service to see who was 
the foremost Democ rat provoked a little 
opposition among the stanch adherents 
of Mr. Altgeld, but his assertion that 
•‘all Chicago Democrats look alike to 
m e” put them iii good humor. From 
first to last his speech was received en­ 
thusiastically. 
The meeting was largely made up of 
the local adherents of the Chicago plat­ 
form and personal followers of ex-Gov- 
eraor Altgeld.

A national park or forestry reserve 
association for the governm ent pres 
ervatiou of over 7,000,000 acres of lam! 
in northern Minnesota will be formed 
In Chicago some time in July. The or­ 
ganization starts with the cordial in­ 
dorsem ent 
of 
Governor 
Theodore 
Roosevelt of New York, President Hill 
of the Great Northern railway, Colo 
Del John S. Cooper of Chicago and 
prominent congressm en and govern­ 
m ent officials interested in the im m e­ 
diate creation of great national re­ 
serves for the preservation of native 
forests and stream s and the perpetua 
tlon of the game of the land. 
The Minnesota project is made dou 
bly important through the fBct that 
the friends and promoters of the re 
serve have also in view the placing 
under government charge ail of the 
lands surrounding the head waters of 
the historic Mississippi river. 
There 
is a sentimental and historical reason 
for the government creating at tin: 
head of the father of waters a great 
national park to which the common 
people of the nation shall always have 
access. 
The national organization which is 
to urge prompt action on the part of 
congress is now being prepared by a 
series of invitations sent to prominent 
men of the northwest and other sec 
tlons of the country to meet in Chicago 
at the Athletic club at a date in July 
not yet decided upon for the purpose 
of laying the foundation of the asso 
elation and electing officers. 
It goes 
without saying that some em inent clti 
zen of Minnesota will be the first pres 
ident, says the Chicago Tlmes-Herald. 
Follow ing the formation of the as 
sed ation a plan of cam paign w ill be 
mapped 
out 
by which congressmen 
and governm ent officials may be con 
vinced that such a forestry or national 
park reserve is a necessity and should 
be secured before the pillage of tim ­ 
ber plunderers aud the w aste of tim ­ 
ber fires have ruined the land. 
When 
this cam paign lias commenced aud is 
fairly under way, the Great Northern 
R ailw ay company w ill issue invita 
tions to the congressm en of Minnesota 
W isconsin, Iowa, illinois and 
other 
parts of the country, to various gov 
-ernor*, to President McKinley, the sec­ 
retary of the interior and the secretary 
of war, to ex -President Cleveland, D 
M. Henderson aud that class of citi­ 
zens w ho have the creation of mony 
national parks and forestry reserves 
keenly at heart to be the guests of the 
company in October and visit the site 
of the proposed national park. 
The party, numbering about fH), will 
leave Chicago early in October—Hie 
period of Indian summer in Minneso­ 
ta—go via special train on the Burling 
ton road to St. Paul, from t lienee lie 
taken by special train on the Great 
Northern railway into the lake region 
of 
Minnesota, northward 
to 
Leech 
lake, the head waters of the M ississip 
pi, to that marvelous section where 
there are over 1,100 lakes replete with 
fish, untrammeled forest wilds, game 
unlimited aud uu ozone that cannot be 
surpassed anywhere else. 
This is the 
region of tile counties of Crow Wing. 
Aitkin. 
Wadena, Hubbard, 
Beltrami 
and Itasca. 
It is the continental di­ 
vide for tile w aters of Hudsou bay, 
the M ississippi anil the St. Lawrence, 
with an elevation ranging from 1,300 
to I,o00 feet above the level of the sea. 
Once in the wilderness the party will 
be provided with guides, taken to es 
tahlished limiting and fishing camps 
conveyed on tours of exploration, be 
given every opportunity to personally 
inspect the tract which it is proposed 
to preserve forever after as the sacred 
ground of the father of waters and a 
park to which, under governm ental 
regulation aud discipline, the people of 
the nation may come when they will 
and be free with nature in her prime­ 
val state. 
On the return trip from tile park site 
the party will stop at St. Paul and be 
banqueted and then leave for Chi­ 
cago aud their respective homes.

The stuff dried with a rich polish, re­ 
quiring no friction and little inferior 
to tile elaborated modern fluids, save 
only tho intolerable odors exhaled from 
eggs in a high state of putridity and 
which filled any house which was en­ 
tered before the composition w as quite 
dry and som etim es even taiuted the air 
of fashionable drawing rooms.

{sable island, a dense fog enveloping it, 
Williams left the bridge, went to his 
stateroom to be shocked a few mo- 
men:- later by the sound of breakers. 
The -hip w as lost and some 600 of its 
pass* Tigers and crew, and Williams, 
disgraced, with no savings bank ac­ 
count to tu rn to. was compelled to 
geek employment that was little better 
than that of a common seaman, sailing 
for years in eastern waters. 
Some of those who have interest in 
the American line are reported as 
looking uot only with pity but with 
something like lenity upon the unac­ 
countable blunder made by Captain 
Watkins. And the intimation is clear 
in some of the remarks that these men 
are publicly quoted as having made, 
that if the decision rested with them 
Captain Watkins would not be de­ 
prived of his right to command a 
ship. They say that in 50 years’ serv­ 
ice at sea, 30 of which was as a mas­ 
ter. a man who has a record of never 
having committed a mistake that had 
unhappy consequences should not be 
judged by one error, attributable not 
to blameworthy conduct but to one of 
those 
strange 
psychological 
lapses 
which every man has experienced in 
his own affairs. 
That, however, was not the opinion 
of Captain Petrie, one of the official 
hoard of inspectors who signed the re­ 
port by which Captain Watkins’ mas­ 
ter certificate was taken from him for 
two years. Captain Petrie, it seems to 
have been forgotten here, was himself 
once the commodore of the old Inman 
line, which afterward 
became the 
American line. 
His last ship was the 
City of London. After he retired from 
the sea and became an American citi­ 
zen he was appointed a member of the 
board of inspectors, and he seems to 
have carried the rigid sense of respon­ 
sibility and the unsentimental view of 
discipline that characterized him as a 
commander into his official relations, 
notwithstanding the fact that he has 
bevn for many years a personal friend 
of Captain Watkins. 
While there is much sympathy for 
Captain Watkins and while it is prob­ 
able that not one of the hundreds of 
thousands of passengers who crossed 
the ocean with him have not shared 
sympathy and felt that Watkins 
could not be held In the ordinary sense 
responsible for the mental lapse which 
•Bused the loss of the Paris, neverthe- 
ess the leeling does exist among those 
w o direct ocean steamship corpora­ 
t e s that success Is the criterion for 
mastership, and one lapse, no matter 
' aused, is sufficient to destroy a 


that very i.:ght. fnrough another 
error of judgment, this captain ran

It may be the same quality which 
muses one locomotive to behave like a 
vixen and another, built exactly like 
that one, to lie as docile as a perfectly 
trained horse. Thirty years ago a firm 
of steamboat builders constructed a 
steamboat designed for service on the 
Hudson.

They found, however, they had built 
a boat tuan which none that ever pad- 
died the Hudson could go faster. She 
was the Mary Powell, a steamboat fa­ 
mous among American vessels of that 
kind. Desiring to match her, the own­ 
ers caused another to be built with the 
accuracy of identification that enables 
watchmakers to make two timepieces 
so exactly alike that their parts may be 
exchanged. 
Yet when this steamboat 
was built she proved to be a mere tug 
in comparison with her sister ship, nor 
were the marine architects ever able 
to discover wherein was the mystic 
difference that made the Mary Powell 
the fastest of tide water boats and her 
sister ship one of the slowest. 
The Mary Powell has been repatehed 
and reconstructed until, like an old 
garment, none of the original material 
is in her, and yet that makes no dif­ 
ference with ber speed, aud the other 
day, in a thunderstorm, her smoke 
funnels were blown over, and yet she 
pursued her way without perceptible 
loss of speed. 
The Infinity of detail upon which the 
safety of an ocean steamship depends, 
as well as the infinite care which, 
after all, explains the apparent bu­ 
rn ii. u ty of one or two of the ocean 
lines from accident, may be illustrated 
by an anecdote told by one of the vet­ 
eran 
captains 
now commanding a 
favorite ocean steamship. 
He was 
speaking of the loss of the Paris, not 
knowing then that Captain Watkins 
would take to himself the entire blame 
and set forth the reason for the dis­ 
aster.

His ship carried one of Lord Kelvin’s 
potent compasses, one of the most deli­ 
cate of instruments and presumably 
one the least liable to be out of order. 
Tests were made which showed that tile 
compass was wrong. It was removed 
I an i another one put in its place, 
which instantly gave correct bearings 
upon the lighthouse, showing that the 
captain’s reckoning was all right. The 
captain spent some hours trying to 
discover wherein the compass failed. 
Neither he nor any of his subordinate 
officers was able to detect any fault

strong microscope, found that some of 
the i ilk threads which served as a sup­ 
port to the compass, each thread being 
abilo? t of the fineness of the spinning 
of a spider, had become unraveled a 
little,

William A. Eddy’s balloon for tim­ 
ing the velocity of the wind at great 
altitudes for comparison with that at 
the surface was sent up the othei 
night at Bayonne, N. J., and recovered 
the next morning. It left the earth at 
7:22 in the evening and was found on 
Staten Island at 7:40. 
Owing to the dead calm at the sur­ 
face at the time the balloon was sent 
up it went upward at a very steep an­ 
gle and at an altitude of about 2,OOO 
feet was moving so slowly that Mr. 
Eddy was able to keep up with it by 
walking directly under It. Tbe height 
reached was measured by means of 
kite quadrants at the end of a 400 foot 
base line and was found to be almost 
a mile at the highest point. 
When 
that altitude was reached, it moved 
much faster across the Kill vou Kull 
and descended in the grounds of J. A. 
Faber, the pencil manufacturer, at Da 
vis avenue, near Richmond Terrace, 
West New Brighton, N. Y., where it 
was caught by two boys, says the New 
York Press. 
The distance traveled was one mile 
aud a quarter in 18 minutes. 
At the 
same time tile aeromometers at the 
weather bureau in New York recorded 
a wind velocity of one mile in 12 min 
utes and another in 15 minutes. 
The 
object oi these balloon experiments 
made by Mr. Eddy is to prove the ve­ 
locity of the wind at a high altitude. 
This datum in a calm, cloudless sky 
was heretofore impossible to obtain 
and is very valuable in weather fore­ 
casting. 
This experiment 
indicated 
that during a comparative calm the 
wind velocity at an altitude is slightly 
greater than at the surface.

The horse hair used in making violin 
and other similar bows Is imported 
from Germany. A considerable part 
of the hair thus imported, however, 
coming originally from Russia. Horse 
hair for these purposes is white aud 
black. The black Is the heavier and 
stronger, aud this is used In making 
tows for bass viols, because it bites 
the big strings better. In preparing the 
hair for use in bowmaking the white 
hair, used for violin bows, is bleached 
to bring it to its final whiteness. 
The standard violin bow is 26 inches 
iu length; longer Ik iw b are made t o 
order. 
Shorter liow’s are used by 
young persons; but the bow’ commonly 
seen in the hands of a violin player 
is 26 inches long. Horse hair for violin 
bows is imported in various lengths, 
but mostly in lengths of 36 inches. 
Hair sufficient for one bow is put to­ 
gether in wjiat is called a hank. There 
are grailes and qualities of the horse 
hair, but tile best is uot very costly. 
A hank of the best white hair can Im* 
bought for 20 cents; it might cost 30 
cents more to have it put into the bow. 
lo rebait* a bass viol bow costs more, 
the bulk or hair required being greater.
